*‘Reservationists’ 


As I get it, when the cow 
jumped over the moon there was 
no ec6nomic justification for beef 
going to such altitudes. 

Now, a couple of things have 
happened to explain the descent. 
Our cattle population in 1938 was 
65,000,000 head. As of January 
1, 1953, the estimated head on 
farms was 93,000,000, with a fur- 
ther increase forecast reaching 
about 100,000,000 by 1956. But, 
this isn’t the dominating factor, 
because consumption of beef 
also is up, for the good reason 
that more people with jobs and 
improved wages have been eat- 
ing more roasts, steaks, frank- 
furters, baloney and hamburgers. 

More beef began to move to 
the slaughter houses in the last 
half of 1952 because of drought 
conditions. It became necessary 
to move cattle long distances to 
find grazing or to buy feed, it- 
self more costly because of pas- 
tures destroyed by lack of rain- 
fall. Many of those with catttle 
had held them back because of 
the fascination of watching the 
price climb. When the drought 
came, with feed costs climbing, 
- they began to hurry the cattle to 
market. 

To this number has been.lately. 
joined the great numbers of cat- 
tle being sold by what the bureau 
‘economists call ‘‘the reserva- 
tionists’’ in the beef business. A 
reservationist, I learned, is one 
who is in the livestock business 
*“‘with reservations,’’ 

That is to say, he is a banker, 
a merchant, or professional man 
who probably owned a farm, or 
who saw the profits in livestock 
prices at the time when the cow 
was on her way over the moon. 
and went partners with some 
friend in putting cattle on leased 
pasture, or who invested in a 
sideline feeder operation in cat- 
tle and hogs. 


Thousands 


There seems to have been an 
astonishing number of these, 
reaching into the thousands. Al- 
most every town had dozens of 
persons so engaged. Some were 


very sizeable operations in both | 


hogs and cattle. But, all of them 
were in the livestock business 
with this reservation—they were 
in only so long as it was prof- 
itable. They were not real farm- 
ers. They were not considered 
livestock operators in the real 
sense of the word. They were, 
and are, viewed simply as in 
speculative feeder and grazing 
ventures in livestock. 

It is from this group that most 
of the present lamentations and 
eries for help are coming. And 
the Department of Agriculture 
isn’t going to throw out any life- 
line to speculators in livestock 
any more than those who get 
hurt in the stock market. They 
are not considered as farmers. 

So, from this group of ‘‘reser- 
vationist’’ cattle speculators, in 
feeder lots and grazing, thou- 
sands more cattle and pigs are 
being sent hurriedly to market. 
They will send the slaughter fig- 
ures even higher and until the 
-market absorbs them the price 
will not stabilize. 

The farmer, whose livestock 
program is a part of his over- 
all farm operations, is tem 
rarily in a price squeeze, but 
will weather it and will continue 
in business when the ‘‘reserva- 
tionists’”’ have fled.

Palace sources indicated that 
his fabulous fortune, his 71 wives 
and his 99 children are unable to 
cheer up the 67-year-old Nizam 
and thus his exalted highness is 
determined to give his wealth to 
lem holy city of Mecca. 
grown increasingly despondent 
since 1948 when the south cen- 
tral state of Hyderabad was 
taken over by the New Delhi gov- 
ernment in an armed invasion. 

Deprived of his absolute sov- 
ereignty, the Nizam nonetheless 
managed to hang onto his gold 
bars valued at $250 million, 
his jewels worth more than $2 
billion including the famous 
Jacob diamond, his six elegant 
palaces and his harem. 

In return for surrendering his 
army, his crown lands and all his 
powers, the five-foot-tall, wizened 
prince was granted an allowance 
of a million dollars yearly. 

Actually, he has never realized 
the extent’ of his wealth any. more 
than he did the extent of his sub- 
jects’ poverty. When told that he 
is the richest man jn the world, 
the Nizam once replied: 

*‘But I’m not rich. What about 
Ford and Rockefeller?”’ 

‘The prince wears the same 
baggy suit nearly every day.. For 
years, he drove about his spacious 
lands in a 1933 jalopy, but recent- 
ly treated himself to a fleet of 18 
new American cars.

He is a scholarly man, to be 
sure, one of the best. As such he has 
been of great service to the United 
States and its war efforts, both in the 
first and second world wars. He has 
also given much to domestic affairs. In- 
déed, his contribution is- more in a 
week than Senators McCarthy and 
Mundt will make in a full Senate term 

of*six years. Dr. Conant has long been 
one of this nation’s really. great men 
and his record of patriotic service to 
all people is an outstanding one and a 
selfless one at that. 

The German government, which is 
of Catholic leadership, made no protest 
and was eager in its acceptance of so 
capable and scholarly a man. As The 
Washington Post so properly said: 

“The opposition to Dr. Conant is 
a naked reprisal for views he expressed 
recently respecting the role of private 
schools in the American educational 
system and regarding ~* the importance 
of intellectual freedom. This is an opin- 
ion which, whatever its merits, he was 
peculiarly competent to hold and had 
every right to express. It is an opin- 
ion which has no releyance whatever 
to. his fitness for the post to which 
President Eisenhower has assigned him 
in Germatiy. Only the blindest kind 
of bigotry could see in this opinion a 
disqualification for diplomatic service— 
or any governmental post. . 

It is good to have had this debate. 
It brings attention to the fact that the 
question of public support for parochial 


schools in a nation which carefully sep- . 
arates church and state, is‘not at all a 


religious quéstion nor one of theologi- 
cal dogma. We always thought, for 
example, that the hotly disputed idea 
of having a representative at the Vati- 
can was a good idea but never did we 
view it as a religious or theological rep- 
resentative’ or problem. 

Churches have secular problems and 
policies. 

These must be discussed in a tem- 
poral manner. 

This attack on Dr. Conant is far 
more serious a. deterrent to getting 
good men into government than was 
the question of Charles E: Wilson’s sac- 
rifice in getting rid of his stock. If a 
man’s opinion on separation of church 
and state makes him unfit for ambas- 
sadorial duty, then indeed has the na- 
tion come to the brink of ruin. We are 
happy the opposition is vanishing and 
that the Catholic leadership of Ger- 
many wanted Dr. Conant.

To Aid Schools 


’ WASHINGTON--The distressing plight 
of the nation’s schools, with overcrowding, 
lack of adequate facilities and a shortage 
of teachers, has enlisted the attention of 


- President Eisenhower, who, in his message 


to Congress, said ‘“‘Our school system de- 
mands some prompt, effective help.’”’ He 
asked for “careful congressional study and 
action.”” The dilemma, which is one of 
finance, is double-edged, both at the state 
and federal end. States 
with the greatest need 
are, unfortunately, those 
with low per capita in- 
come, for, as the Presi- 
dent explains, in those 
states the school popu- 
lation happens to be 
proportionately high. 
So they are strapped. 

As for federal aid, 
there seems little 

. — chance of that in this 
Congress unless President Eisenhower 
should exert tremendous pressure. Hith- 
erto skeptical himself of federal aid, he in- 
dicated that he would incline toward some 
federal aid on a restricted basis when he 
said, “I am sure that you share my con- 
viction that the firm conditions of federal 
aid must be proved need and proved lack 
of: local income.’’ However, education is 
one of the problems, along with health and 
housing, that he has thrown into a com- 
mission for study as to the relative extent 
of federal and state aid. 

There is, however, a means of assist- 
ance to our schools, and it is to be pre- 
sented for consideration and action very 
soon. 

This is through the amendment spon- 
sored by Sen. Lister Hill (Dem., Ala.) and 
21 other senators to the pending bill to 
confirm federal control of* offshore oil 
lands. That would set aside Federal Gov- 
ernment royalties from those lands to edu- 
cation, with each state to share according 
to its population. Value of the oil in the 
submerged coastal lands is variously esti- 
mated at from $40,000,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000,000 or over. Usual government royal- 
ties are 12% per cent. That would be a 
considerable measure of relief for educa- 
tion. It would ease the strain on state 
finances and reduce the amount of any 
other federal aid required. 

The equity of diversion of royalties to 
education lies in the Supreme Court deci- 
sions in the cases of Texas, Louisiana and 
California that these offshore lands are 
in the public domain and therefore belong 
to all the people of the United States, and 
its legality is well established in our land 
grant colleges under statutes nearly a cen- 
tury old. 

There is, as is known, tremendous steam 
behind the bill to annul the Supreme Court 
decisions and turn these valuable lands 
back to the states, a measure twice vetoed 
by President Truman but endorsed by 
President Eisenhower during his cam- 
paign. Since he became President, General 
Eisenhower has said nothing further pub- 
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‘licly, though he has been besought to re- 


verse his campaign position and save these 
lands for all the people.

The teachers, for in- 
stance, have a large in- 
terest in any financial 
doings of the Legisla- 

ture, and many other segments of the soci- 
ety can be affected by decisions in Atlanta. 
Legislation in this divers age touches all 
areas of our contact with existence. 

For instance, such an improbable sub- 
ject as imitation ice cream is becoming an 
issue of legislative concern in many states. 

A cold war is shaping up in the ice 
cream field. 

Imitation ice cream is becomihg a foe 
of the regular stuff, and the conflict in- 
volves those old antagonists, the farmer 
and the dairyman, a business weekly re- 
ports. Vegetable oil is used in the new ice 
cream, and not a speck of butter fat. This 
pits the margarine and butter opponents 
against each other in another arena. The 
butter men have found the going anything 
but smooth in their efforts to prevent the 
spread of margarine, and they are taking 
steps to keep from being frozen out in the 
ice cream field. 

The business magazine reports state 
legislatures are being approached in an 
effort to restrain the use of ‘‘foreign fats’’ 
in ice eream. The imitation product, de- 
clares the magazine, tastes and looks ex- 
actly like the real cream. 

There has been no inkling the Georgia 
Legislature has become involved in the ice 
cream debate, but the issue is typical of 
the economic issues which constantly con- 
front the lawmakers. 

Consider, for example, the trucks and 
railroads, whose paths meet at the cross- 
ings and in the Legislature. The trucking 
people are attempting to obtain five more 
feet of truck. They would have the maxi- 
mum length 50 instead of 45 feet. The 
railroad spokesmen evidently aren't will- 
ing to give an inch. 

The longer-truck proponents report the 
additional length will lessen the load upon 
the highway due to the fact the weight will 
be distributed over a larger area. No clue 
has been given. regarding the lengths to 
which this logic can be carried. Neverthe- 
less, trucks are here to stay, and there’s 
no blinking at the fact they always dim 
their lights.

Today’s text comes 
from John 4:1-26, an 
account of another Sa- 
maritan. This woman 
was despised by those 
of her own race, for 
she was what we might 
eall a Bad Samaritan. 
Her life through sin had —_ 
lost its beauty and meaning, and the 
other women avoided her as one avoids 
corruption. When Jesus found her at 
Jacob’s Well the sun was high. The other 
women of the community brought their 
water jars in the cool of a morning or 
evening hour. 

But Jesus, who called no child of God 
common or unclean, spoke to her. Through 
His conversation, Jesus explained another 
of His teachings, the nature of worship, 
When Christ revealed His understanding 
of the life which the woman was living, 
she discerned that He was a prophet. She 
pointed to a mountain nearby where her 
people worshiped and said that those of 
Jesus’ race worshiped in the Temple at 
Jerusalem. 

Christ replied that neither the motre 
tain top nor the temple was essential to 
worship, but the manner of one’s living was 
of greater concern. The woman’s life had 
lost that sanctity with which all life is 
endowed by God. Worship in a holy spot 
would be empty and devoid of meaning 
until her life was cleansed. 

Most of us associate the word worship 
with a church. Christ thought of life it- 
self as an act of worship. St. Paul spoke 
of man’s body as being a temple in which 
the spirit of God dwelt. 

A man worships because he recognizes 
the sovereignty of God in contrast to his 
own finite and limited nature. Worship is 
a witness to our incompleteness. Worship 
is a natura] and inevitable “response of 
the creature to the Creator.” 

Carl Sandburg heard a_ concert by 
Mischa Elman. Before the concert he 
“saw the whole world as a grinning skull 
and crossbones,’’ After the concert he 
said: ‘‘I walked down the old streets of 
Chicago and that which was drab before 
seemed filled with a newness of life and 
in the exaltation of music I looked up at 
the night and said to myself, ‘God, there's 
music in this world. Make Thy music sing 
through me.’ ”’ 

The music which worship brings into 
our souls ought to continue to be heard 
in our lives long after we have left the: 
holy place. It continues when our lifé 
becomes a temple dedicated to God.

_ My pharmacist friend George Hardage 
didn’t laugh when I asked if his storé had 
leeches for sale. Not that I néeded one, I 
just wanted to know. George said no, they 
didn’t, but he thought you could buy leeches 
in a drugstore at Five Points. The man 
at that store didn’t laugh either. He looked 
me in the eye to see if it were black. It’s 
a good thing it wasn’t, he didn’t have any 
leeches either. I explained that curiosity 
and not a shiner moti-  ....... 

vated the inquiry. I had o 
read that a Milwaukee 

drug firm sells about 

100 leeches aé_e year. 
*“‘Pooh!’’ said the man 

at Five Points. ‘‘We 

sell more than that. In 

fact, right now they’re 

out of stock.’’ 

The Milwaukee story 
had been inspired by 
a news item from Iran ERS 
reporting that the -doctors were using 
leeches to treat the ailing Mossadegh, 
Poor Mossy, he’s fooled around and given 
his country a black eye and it’s the Reds 
who are waiting to bleed it. 

Getting back to Five Points, the man 
at the drug counter said they sell 400 to 
900 leeches a year. The customers, white 
and colored alike, buy them to treat black 
eyes. The bloodsucking little worm sticks 
to the contusion “‘like a leech” and reduces 
the swelling in-the optic area. 

The store gets the leechés from a fél- 
low in New York who gets them from The 
Netherlands. They come to Atlanta in 
black earth, from which they are removed 
and placed in clear water. Leeches are 
dispensed in jars or pill boxes. 

In Atlanta leeches retail for $1.25, in 
Milwaukee the price is $1. 

It is news to me that the leech is still 
with us He was a popular fellow long ago 
when men of medicine considered blood- 
letting as a way to better health and doce 
tors were called ‘“‘leeches’’ with no disre- 
spect meant. From medicine the word has 
been borrowed to mean parasitic members 
of society like those who live undeservedly 
off the state. 

Also handed down from the era is the 
story told by Gerald Kloss in The Mil- 
waukee Journal leech article that when 
Madame de Maintenon became a mistress 
of Louis IV of France, she had the doc- 
tor take one or two ounces of blood from 
her each week. Her reason: so she would 
not blush at some of the stories told in 
the French court. 

Speaking of bloodletting, there is one 
kind that continues and should. It’s the 
kind that goes on at the Red Cross Blood 
Center or when the Bloodmobile comes to 
town. If you are healthy, giving a pint of 
blood won't hurt you a bit. On the con- 
trary, it will make you feel much bet- 
ter—knowing? that is, that you are thus 
giving a better chance to live to someone 
who needs it desperately either here at 
home or at an Army hospital close to the 
Korean battleline.

William Leahy, usually applauded, sometimes 
booed,” but always mentioned when the conver- 
sation turns to football coaching colossi, had a 
question Sunday. 

‘‘Why,’’ The Master asked in practiced, mel- 
lifluous tones, ‘‘does everyone think of Notre 
Dame as the foremost exponent of the ‘sucker 
shift?’ ”’ 

Leahy was visiting Georgia Coach Wallace 
Butts after speaking in Columbus Saturday 
night. Whenever the so-called sucker shift is dis- 
cussed, so fs Notre Dame. The 43-year-old, South 
Dakota-born Leahy wants to know why. ° 

“Last year,’’ he. pointed out, ‘‘we“shifted 
seven times in 10 games.~ Our opponénts were 


penalized 20 yards for offsides as a result of our¢ 


shift. We lost 40 yards in offsides penalties on 
shifts used by Pitt (three times) and Iowa (five 
times). It would seem that there are others do- 
ing a better job with the shift than we are.”’ 
But it wasn’t Notre Dame that complained, 
he said, resulting in mild amendment of the 


‘ 


shift rule. Football law was changed to read 
that even a movement by one player (two play- 
ers used to have to move to constitute a shift), 
designed to simulate the start of a play, is ille- 
gal. 

‘In our case, at least,’’ Leahy maintained, 
‘the thing has been magnified far beyond pro- 
portion. The shift is only a minor part of our 
offense, used to keep the defense ‘honest’ much 
as a short-count is—that is, when you snap the 
ball on ‘three!’ one play and on ‘one!’ the next. 
In either situation, the object is to confuse the 
defense.”’ : 

Sucker shift or no sucker shift, the Irish fig- 
ured in the leading upsets of 1952 by whipping 
Texas, Purdue, Oklahoma and Southern Cal, and 
finished with a surprisingly solid 7-2-1 record. 

Leahy’s personal record at Notre Dame in- 
cludes 78 ‘victories, 11 losses and eight ties. An 
example of his coaching theory: ‘‘You can tell 
a T-formation center 1,000 times to snap the ball 
hard, but the way to get results is to tell him 
you want to see blood on the quarterback’s 
hands.”’

Dulles and Stassen then spent 
more than an hour in conference 
with the High Authority, where 
Monnet outlined his objectives and 
the means he intends to employ. 
At one point Monnet and Dulles, 
who have known each other 35 
years, broke away for a private 
half hour talk alone, while Stassen 
talked with other authority mem- 
bers. 

Although Monnet’s present plans 
call for an annual half billion dol- 
lar “outside investment”’ over the 
next five years to raise Western 
Europe’s coal and steel output by 
20 per cent, Stassen said Monnet 
had not broached the subject of 
American financial aid to the coal- 
steel pool. 


OVER-ALL VIEW 


On the over-all prospect-of an 
early ratification of the European 
Army, Dulles told correspondents 
he had been ‘“‘greatly encouraged”’ 
despite Dutch and Belgian hesita- 
tion about the protocols which 
France wants to add to the treaty. 

In his public statement, Dulles 
took care to avoid the charge of 
American dictation in European 
affairs while he politely called 
upon Europeans to make good on 
their own pledges to one another. 

“If this sounds like preaching,” 
said Dulles, “it is preaching from 
your own Bible. What I have said, 
as I am sure you recognize, is, 
with only minor necessary word 
changes, taken straight from the 
preamble to the treaty underlying 
your community. That it can be 
translated into an accurate state- 
ment of American policy shows 
with utmost clarity the identity of 


our interests and ot our goals.’’ 


LATE ARRIVAL 

Dulles and Stassen were almost 
two hours late in arriving here 
from Brussels because of heavy 
fog which closed in the airfield. In 
the nine days since last Saturday, 
they have visited Britain, Italy, 
France, West Germany, The Neth- 
erlands, Belgium and this country. 

Upon leaving Brussels, Dulles 
said his Belgian visit had been 
‘satisfactory’ and added: 

“We had a full exchange of views 
with many public leaders of your 
country on our common goals, 
which we hope we shall achieve 
as soon as possible ”’

These figures won’t be 
true in a few years, because the 
Dutch are continually seizing more 


land from the sea. And from time

RIVERS DEPOSIT SILT

Set Your Subconscious to Slimming 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


On a slimming program you 
either lose weight or enthu- 
siasm for dieting... If you 
stepped lightly on the scales 
this Monday morning, only to 
find the pointer at the same 
high mark, or worse yet, up a 
pound, you are in no mood for 
morale, boosting promises. 
Here is the scientific explana- 
tion: 

Failure to lose at the start of 
a diet is due to just one thing 
. . . retention of water in the 
tissues. Fact is, if you have 
stayed on the 1,100-calorie diet, 
you have lost fat, but when 
water has replaced fat in the 
cells, no weight loss is regis- 
tered on the scales. And since 
water weighs more than fat, 
the scales may even register 
an apparent gain. 

But don’t be upset if this has 
happened ‘to you. The water 
balance always adjusts, and 
when. the cells release the wa- 
ter, the pointer will plunge 
with seeming suddenness. It 
helps to know in advance that 


abrupt loss. But once or many 
times, for a few or many days, 
the retention of water in the 
tissues may postpone the reg- 
istration of the fat lost. The 
longest period on record is 16 
days. . 

Water retention has nothing 
to do with the amount of wa- 
ter consumed; therefore, the 
fundamental trouble should be 
treated. One way is to lessen 
the amount of salt in your diet 
since salt tends to hold water 
in the tissues. And make sure 
of having a complete protein 
food with each meal. 

While this tendency to store 
water at the beginning of a 
diet is not uncommon, it 
doesn’t happen in al] cases. 
Quite the contrary ... some 
dieters lose the water with the 
fat. When a dieter loses five 
or six pounds the first week, 
this is not all] fat . part of 
it is water. After the stored 
water has been released, 
weight will be lost more slow- 
ly, but it will all be fat.
